For these it is a direct benefit that 
the man who can trap and hunt 
shall be encouraged by the bounty 

«to make a thorough going business 
of destroying the coyote or timber. 
wolf, 

The bounties are as follows:— 
$10 per head on timber-wolves; $1 
per head on“wolf-pups, aud $1 ‘per 
bead on coyote or prairie-wolves. 
To secure the bounty it is neces- 
sary that. the pelt and seilp of 
each wolf of. coypte be produced 
intact by thé claimant before the 
local inspector, who then splits 
both ears of the scalp from tip to 
base. ; 

+ When the ‘Alberta: Government 
took chargé: of the Province’s. des. 
tinies the Western Stock Growe 
Association were’ granting boun- 
ties on timber wolves for the pro- 
tection of stock, and the amount 
expended by them yexrly wap re- 
imbureed to them by the Terr 
torial Government. Daring 1906 
and 1907 thia policy was contiuu: d 
by the local Government, until in 
1908 it was discontinued. the 
bouuty appropriation of $20,000 
yes made for the entire provinor 
aid made to include coyotes a8 
well. 

Earlier Regulations. 

The bounty paid by the Ass. 
6 ation was $15.00 for each adalt 
wf and $6.00 euch for pups.

How tw Trap Woives 

For trapping these pests it is 
advisable to use « No, 4 double 
spring trap for wolves and a-No. 8 
for coyotes, with an extra stout 
chain and swivel. If ina timber 
wolf country it wijJ be better to 
use the No.4 trag.as this will hold 
either and may prevent thé loss of 
the trap. If possible attach the 
trap to a drag. If it is found 
necessary to stake the trap, it may 
be done by driving the stake. jast 
below the surfuce of the ground 
and adjusting it in such a manner 
that the chain will not slip off. 

If possible the trap should be 
placed in sach,@* position thas it 

u be upproached from one direc- 
tion only. Itshould be near their 
runway aud sovered in such o 
manner that no portion of the trap 
or chain is visible. This may be 
done by covering the trap with a 
piece of paper, which, in turn’ 
should be sprinkled with sufficient 
flue dirt to cover it, anu by eprink- 
ling with water, a natural appeur- 
ance may be secured. Care 
should be tuken to leave the 
ground in a condition as to appeur 
as if it bad not been disturbed:
